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FROM  YOUR  PRESIDENT 

As  I begin  setting  these  words 
to  paper  I'm  relaxing  in  a Hotel 
Room,  a situation  which  of  itself 
is  not  all  that  unusual,  except 
that  the  location  is  eight  time 
zones  east  of  Iola.  I'm  able  to 
observe  the  driving  surf  of  the 
Eastern  Mediterranean,  as  the  Hotel 
is  situated  in  Tel-Aviv,  Israel. 

Although  I'm  participating  in 
the  eighth  annual  study  tour  to  Is- 
rael sponsored  by  the  American  Is- 
rael Numismatic  Association,  many 
of  my  thoughts  are  back  home  with 
the  Numismatists  of  Wisconsin.  This 
is  not  surprising,  as  my  recent 
weeks  have  been  quite  filled  with 
NOW  activities. 

Just  three  days,  almost  to  the 
hour,  before  departing  Iola  for 
this  trip,  the  current  NOW  execu- 
tive board  concluded  its  last  in- 
terim Board  Meeting  at  the  site  of 
this  year's  convention.  Be  sure  to 
set  aside  May  15-16  on  your  calen- 
dar, as  the  committee  reports  we 
received  during  the  meeting,  indi- 
cate that  the  Madison  show  is  shap- 
ing up  as  one  of  the  best  ever. 

As  in  Waukesha  and  Milwaukee  the 
past  two  years,  Madison's  spacious 
facility  at  the  Holiday  Inn  #2  - 
situated  just  off  1-90  on  the  south 
east  side  - will  agian  allow  us  to 
present  a diversified  60  plus  table 
bourse,  plus  exhibits,  in  one  con- 
tigious  area.  The  committee  has 
planning  underway  for  a number  of 
educational  and  social  events  to 
fill  out  the  two  day  schedule. 

During  the  interim  meeting  the 
board  received  a report  on  prelim- 
inary planning  for  the  1977  show 
which  will  be  hosted  in  Green  Bay 
by  the  Nicolet  Coin  Club.  Approval 
was  given  to  schedule  the  show  for 
April  30-May  1 at  the  Brown  County 
Arena  with  the  nearby  International 
Forum  Motel  designated  for  housing. 
A sixty  table  bourse  is  planned. 


In  addition  to  disposing  of  the 
customary  housekeeping  businesses 
the  Board  also  acted  in  several  new 
areas  during  the  interim  meeting. 
One  of  these  involved  the  creation 
of  a Sergeant-At-Arms  post  to  po- 
lice bourse  floor  activity  during 
the  annual  show,  commencing  in  Mad- 
ison this  May.  Two  people  will 
function  in  this  post,  acting  as  a 
committee,  one  appointed  by  the  NOW 
President,  the  other  being  an  ap- 
pointee of  the  host  club. 

The  Board  also  approved  the  cre- 
ation of  a NOW  Literary  Award  and 
another  Award  for  the  winner  of  a 
Wisconsin  Coin  Club  Bulletin  compe- 
tition, both  actions  coming  as  a 
result  of  proposals  advanced  by 
Governor/Editor  Kurt  Krueger. 

Several  awards  which  will  be 
bestowed  at  the  1976  convention 
were  also  voted  upon.  In  this  con- 
nection, I regret  to  report  that 
our  two  most  valuable  recognitions 
of  individual  initiative  in  behalf 
of  the  hobby  - the  NOW  and  the  WYN 
Scholarships  to  the  ANA  Summer  Sem- 
inar - were  going  begging  as  of  the 
time  we  met.  I certainly  hope  the 
interim  will  find  this  situation 
rectified,  and  that  the  competition 
for  these  inviting  prizes  will  be 
substantial  in  future  years. 

The  mention  of  this  competition 
brings  to  mind  another. . .the  1976 
NOW  election,  for  which  ballots  are 
enclosed  with  this  issue  of  the  NOW 
News.  I urge  each  and  every  one  of 
you  to  exercise  the  cherished  fran- 
chise of  the  vote.  In  our  organi- 
zation as  in  many  others,  light 
votes  are  the  rule,  not  the  excep- 
tion - last  year's  special  election 
commanded  a participation  of  only 
about  50$  of  the  membership,  and 
that  was  significantly  higher  than 
normal  - meaning  that  a small  min- 
ority can  exert  its  will  on  the 
majority  of  the  members. 

At  the  Madison  meeting  the  Board 
began  grappling  with  the  inevitable 
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. . .an  increase  in  NOW  dues  from  the 
current  $2  per  year  level.  That  an 
increase  is  required  is  a certainty 
as  our  postage  costs  alone  have  in- 
creased by  more  than  60%  since  dues 
were  moved  from  $1  to  $2  per  year. 
The  Board  is  studying  the  situation 
and  will  make  a reccommendation  at 
the  General  Membership  Meeting  May 
16th  at  Madison. 

This  message  will  close  out  my 
two  years  of  reporting  to  you  as 
President  through  the  pages  of  NOW 
News.  The  two  years  have  been  per- 
sonally enjoyable  to  me,  as  during 
this  time  I've  been  able  to  attend 
numerous  club  meetings  and  banquets 
which,  otherwise  I'd  undoubtedly 
missed.  From  mid- January  to  mid- 
March  alone  I attended  eight  events 
in  Milwaukee,  Appleton,  La  Crosse, 
West  Bend,  Green  Bay,  Brookfield, 
Oshkosh  and  Madison  - the  result 
being  that  I've  met  many  more  of 
you  face  to  face  than  would  have 
otherwise  been  the  case. 

While  I'm  looking  forward  to  re- 
tirement from  the  Presidency  les- 
soning my  personal  appearance  load, 
I'd  like  to  post  an  open  invitation 
to  appear  in  the  future  before  ary 
coin  collecting  group  to  talk  about 
NOW  or  hobby  subjects.  I've  been  a 
coin  collector  for  the  past  25 
years,  and  for  nearly  20  of  these 
years  my  involvement  has  included 
publishing  pursuits,  so  I have  a 
special  feeling  for  the  value  of 
organized,  informed  numismatics. 

I also  want  to  take  this  oppor- 
tunity to  issue  an  invitation  for 
all  NOW  members  to  journey  to  Iola 
for  the  July  17,  1976  dedication/ 
open  house  ceremony  at  the  new 
Krause  Publications  Building.  An 
agenda  is  being  worked  up  for  the 
day  which  I'm  certain  you'll  all 
enjoy.  And  from  a nostalgac  view — 
point,  I want  to  point  out  that  it 
was  at  a Krause  Publications  open 
house  16  years  ago  that  the  Numis- 
matists of  Wisconsin  took  acti\e 
form. 


Finally,  I want  to  close  now  by 
stating  my  appreciation  for  the 
membership  support  I've  received 
through  my  years  of  service  on  the 
Board,  and  as  Numismatists  of  Wis- 
consin President.  I also  want  to 
especially  thank  all  those  who 
served  energetically  and  efficient- 
ly in  various  capacities  as  members 
of  the  official  family  over  the 
past  two  years.  The  rewards  have 
been  largely  mine.

THE  PROVINCIAL  BANK  OF  THE  THREE 
EASTERN  PROVINCES  OF  CHINA

The  founder  of  the  Provincial 
Bank  of  the  Three  Eastern  Provinces 
was  Marshal  Chang  Tso-Lin.  In  the 
year  I876  Chang  was  born  in  Mudken, 
Manchuria.  During  the  Russo-Japan- 
ese War  of  1904-05  Chang  led  a 
group  of  mounted  adventurers  again- 
st the  Russians.  These  men  fought 
well  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  they 
had  little  regular  military  train- 
ing. After  the  war  Chang  and  his 

men  surrendered  to  the  Imperial 


Chinese  authorities  under  the  con- 
dition that  they  become  a part  of 
the  Chinese  Army. 

Chang  was  appointed  Military 
Governor  of  Mudken  and  in  1921  was 
raised  to  the  full  rank  of  General 
and  Marshal.  A very  impressive 
feat  for  a man  without  education. 
Marshal  Chang  actively  interfered 
in  the  political  affairs  of  China, 
constantly  going  to  Peking  in  his 
private  train.  Chang  met  his  death 
returning  from  Peking  to  Mudken  in 
his  private  train  in  June  of  1928. 
A bomb,  placed  at  an  underpass  by 
Japanese  militarists,  destroyed 
both  Chang  and  his  parlor  car. 

The  Provincial  Bank  of  the  Three 
Eastern  Provinces  was  followed  by 
the  Bank  of  Manchuria,  Tung  Sen 
Shen  Government  Bank,  and  the  Feng- 
tien  Industrial  Bank.  Usually 
these  banks  followed  each  other  as 
the  predecessor  became  insolvent. 

The  issues  of  these  various 
banks  were  forced  upon  the  populous 
by  the  Chang  Government.  Backing 
for  the  paper  money  was  generated 
in  the  provinces  by  the  wholesale 
purchase  of  soy  beans  and  other 
agricultural  products.  These  items 
were  shipped  to  Dairenm  where  sil- 
ver and  gold  were  obtained  in  pay- 
ment . 

As  time  went  by,  the  paper  money 
constantly  declined  in  value.  Mar- 
shal GThang  Tso-Lin  claimed  that 
speculation,  not  faulty  administra- 
tion was  the  real  cause  of  the  de- 
cline in  value  of  the  provincial 
money.  In  1926  a large  number  of 
exchange  shop  owners  were  arrested 
by  the  authorities.  Some  were 

fined  and  imprisioned,  while  other 
merchants  were  executed,  which 

brought  short-lived  improvements 
in  the  value  of  the  bank's  money. 
The  Bank  of  Manchou  took  over  the 
financial  affairs  of  Manchuria  in 
1932-35.  A total  of  950  million 
local  dollars  of  Chang's  paper 
currency  issues  went  unredeemed.
